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1 . This is a first Office action on the merits for application serial number 1 0/8231 22 
filed 04/12/04. Claims 1-9 are pending. 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: reference 
numeral 21 is used to designate both the fixing plate and drive shaft. It appears that the 
fixing plate should be referenced by number 23. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 2,960,094 to Small. 

Small provides hollow rod 10, pulley 14, cord 15, slide 13, drive shaft 17 having a 
distal end connected to, via gear 21 and pinion 30, and rotated by motor 29, 
skeleton 11/12 and bearing plated 18/19. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent 2,960,094 to Small. 

Small provides each of the elements of the claims as noted above except for a 
wireless receiver. 

The examiner takes Official Notice that it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art to have used a wireless receiver to operate the switch 
(Figure 3) of Small as it is extremely well known that switches may be operated 
remotely. 

7. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent 2,960,094 to Small in view of U.S. Patent 2,745,421 to Russell. 

Small provides each of the elements of the claims as noted above except for 
specifying that the slide is T-shaped. 

Russell shows that T-shaped slides or runners 16 were known at the time of the 
invention. 

It would have been obvious at the time of the invention to one having ordinary 
skill in the art that the slide 13 of Small could have been T-shaped as taught by 
Russell at 16. It would have been obvious to have used a known equivalent part. 
No unexpected results is described from the use of a T-shape runner. A T- 
shaped runner also provides a flange which allows for a simple connection of the 
cord. 
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8. Claim 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
